one who is in close touch with conn- 
cilraen and borough needs, it will re- 
quire a sum exceeding $10,000 to put 
the streets i» proper repair and es- 
ablish an accurate system.

Be that as it may, the 
only remedy the taxpayer has, is to 
ait tight and await the action of the 
powers in control of the borough's
